Indeed, the whole Pompeian house- 
hold seemed pervaded by bigh art, from 
the frescoes in the bedrooms to the 
crockery in the kitchens and the statues

Nor was art adapted only to the uses 
of the rich. Even the butcher used a 
steelyard with a handsome head of 
brenze to serve by way of weight, and 
the vintner poured bis wine into a drink- 
ing cup adorned with a bas-relief of 
Bacchus.. Verily, there is nothing new 
under the sun. The bread baked yes- 
terday at Naples is precisely the same 
shape as the loaves found at Pompeii, 
which were put into the oven near two 
thousand years The coinage of 
that period differs little from our own, 
except that it surpasses ours in quality 
of workmanship.

Many of the leading actors and 
actresses of the day and in the im- 
mediate past are and have been of 
California engendering.

MARY ANDERSON. 

Mary was born in Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia, ip 1859, and was quite young 
when her parents migrated to Louik- 
Villa, Keutucky, which city has been 
ned by ber as her home, aud was 
supposed, by a majority of ber admirers, 
to be her birthplace. Her father, a 
Southerner, became a colonel in the 
Confederate service, and after a few 
months of active duty was killed 
in battle. From a child, she 
bad e penchant for acting, and 
used the family parlor for a stage, and 
wrapping about ber diminutive self all 
the old shawls and scarfs she could get, 


strutted about, imagining he *

mencement she advanced to her debut 
in 1875 on the stage. Her first appear- 
ances were crude, of course, but they 
were full of promise, and secured ber fur- 
ther encouragement.

of all, that of Juliet, in which ecbar-

November 12th, 1877, she made ber first 
appearance in New Tork. where she 
made ap impression only in one part 
that of Parthenias in /ngomar, Ue 
Barbarian—by no means a remarkabie 
impression at that. The general verdict 
of the critics of New York was that she 
was a beautiful and very talented girl, 
but as an actress crude and immatare,

Some critics, however, hold 
that there is no depth in her impersou- 
ations. She reads well, and acts 
with intelligence, though coldly, and 
she is beautiful enough to be worth see- 
ing as 4 manifestation of physical devel- 
opment alone.

The red sunsets which were so con- 
spicuous a year ago have excited this 
autumn great attention in both hemis- 
pheres. The various theories pro 
pounded to account for the phenome- 
non, espveially that which attributed 
the sky glows to vast clouds of volcanic 
dust discharged at the eruption of Kra 
kotoa in August, 1883, seem to have 
lost ground, and some new hypothesis 


is needed to clear up the “wo The 
English astronomer, Mr. Backhouse, 


says, still plainly visible in 
land. “It has been babitual,” he 
adds, ‘‘for me to sean the neighborhood 
of the sun for halos during twenty-five 
years, and I never observed it previous 
to I date mentioned Nevember, 
1883. 

The reddisb halo to which Mr. Back- 
house bas cabled attention has been this 
fall noticed by several Au 
English scientist, Mr. E. Archi- 
bald, visiting the summit of Mt. Wash- 
ington on Septem ber 5, at sunrise, noted, 
in addition to the usual sunrise effects. 
a large circle of rosy purple haze situ- 
ated about fifteen degrees above the 
horizon, and apparently having no con- 
bection with ‘the yellow and red hori- 
zoutal bands beneath it. Though this 
observer bad witnessed the sun rising 
from various altitudes up to twelve 
thonsand feet, he had never seen any- 
thing so curious as the sunrise on Mt. 
Washington. His suggestion is that the 
rosy solar halo has of late become so 
conspicuous because, while the sunrise 
and sunset glows have exhibited a 
marked decline in duration and bril- 
liancy since 1883, the halo has under- 
gone no similar diminution of intensity, 
and thus attracts more attention rela- 
tively than it did at first. This expiana- 
tion’ of the recent glows appears to be 
satisfactory as far as it goes; but astron- 
omers will have to explain why, if the 
phenomenon is due to terrestrial dust 
floating in the upper atmosphere, it has 
been se rarely recorded in history of 
their science.

The General in the course of 
his address upon the military necessities of 
the United States said: “When | approach 
any matter necessitating labor and stady 
1 4 from it, feeling dis posed to claim 
ail the advantages of retirement, and cer- 
tain that I may safely leave the future in 
the hands of the bright youth we see daily 
growing up srou us. Every age pro- 
duces its own workers, and the experience 
of mankind is that the agents of former 
epochs are rarely adapted to modern 
uses. am convinced by actual ex- 
perience that habit is a more valuable 
quality than what is called courage. Take 
a hundred of the bravest men uneccus- 
tomed to confusion of battle, march them 
up to the breastworks and they will break 
and drop to the ground sooner than would 
a hundred average men of the regular 
army that have become sccustomed to 
obey the command ‘fall in, forward,’ and 
so forta. On this simple rule of —

army to-day in this grand republic.

VITICULTURE. 
Address on Wine-@rewing by C. A. 
Wetmore. 
Ata special meeting of the Board of 
Trade yesterday afternoon, Mr. C. A. 
Wetmore, Chief Viticultural Officer of 
the State, addressed the members on 
the subject of vintage and the commer- 
cial phases of the industry as it presents 
itself at the present. In the room were 
several of the largest vine-growers in 
the county and much interest in the 
discussion was taken throughout. 
Mr. Wetmore began by estimating 
that there are about 25,000 acres of 
vineyards in Los Angeles county, of 
which at least twenty thonsand acres 
are wine producing grapes. Calculat- 
ing from the amount of development on 


hand and young vines planted, he 
thought that in three years the acreage 
would double. With an average of 500 
gallons to the acre in three years our 
crop would aggregate 10,000,000 an- 
nually. At nine pounds to the gallon 
in weight that would be 90,000,000 
pounds or fifteen car loads of wine a 
day for the entire year, Aside from 
this growing industry and auxiliary to 
it is that of cooperage, which is con- 
stantly assuming greater proportions. 
The Government draws an enormous 
revenue from the industry, hence is 
largely interested in ita success, and 
shoald lend every assistance to its de- 
velopment. As one excellent way of 
rendering this assistance, there should 
be a rebate on all productions of the 
State that are consumed at home, and 
the fund thus created apphed to the 
establishment of a viticultural college. 
BREW MEN SUCCEED BREST. 
Mr. Wetmore encouraged all + 
ducers to prepare to manufacture 
on grapes into wine, and gave it as his 
opinion that the average man who be 
Eins in the business now will make a 
greater success than those who have 
grown upin it. Old wine-makers wil!

To shrink from wine-making because 
it is complicated, is like shrinking from 
erecting a new house bepause you are 
not a carpenter. The necessary ma 
chinery is — procured and the re- 
mainder is eim More wine-makers 
are ho will they be? The 
answer must come from the producers. 
Planting vineyards to sell grapes to 
wineries is d to the busi- 
ness, tends to create monopolies on 
one hand and competition of producers 
on the other. 
In almost every farm house there is 
room for a winery. It requires oo — 
tle space or expense, and the p 
surprising to those who bave — 2 
quired into it. As competition increases 
with the increase of o, the price 
wii] decline unless the producer makes 
provision for converting his own crop 
into wine. This will prevent the de- 
— as there is always a good price 
aiting good wines. The work is easy 
suitable and pleasant for women.

Within a year or two there will arise 
a necessity for storing at least one year's 
crop, as the present methods of dispos- 
ing of the new wines will not hold as 
the supply increases. ip storage will 
require for the crop ef 20,000,000 gal- 
lons, at a cost of six cents 4 gallon, $1,- 
200,000, or $6,000,000 a year on every 
10 000,000 gallons sent away for coop- 


erage. 
LACK OF CREDIT. 

One great drawback to the wine in- 

terest of the country is that producers 

are unable to obtain credit on their 

vineyards to enable them to develop 

their industries. Bankers seem to re-

nothing but a pen of hogs. There is a 
value and when the producer becomes 
the manufacturer of wine the value can 
more easily be calculated. 

Wine at twenty-five cents a gallon wil! 
give $35 a ton for grapes. Or at $14 a 
— for grapes and four tons to the acre 
the prpducer would receive $56 an acre 
for his crop, which, after deducting ex 
penses, would leave a net profit of $20 
an acre. Wine can ge y be mark- 
eted at much better figures and a net 
income of $50 an acre is not unusual. 
On forty acres of vines this would give 
$2000 net annually. Unless capitalists 
begin t realize tthe wine business 
is legitimate and assist growers in 
carrying the crops, it is bound to suffer. 

HOME CONSUMERS ARE MODEST. 

Mr. Wetmore estimates that, al- 

though Americans have the reputation 

r not being wine drinkers, three ont 
a four will drink wine if you set it be. 
fore them, ask no questions and it costs 
them nothing. There is, he says, a 
consumption for a thousand million gal 
lons in this country annually. 

OUTRAGEOUS PRICES.

the public 1s imposed upon. The best 
wines of this State should be aoccessi- 
ble to the public for about 50 cents a 
gallon. Instead of that it is 25 cents ¢ 
pint for very poor wine. There is no 
reason why the restaurant keeper or 
hotel man should be permitted to make 
more profit on a bottle of wine than he 
asks for a meal. 

If producers would take the matter 
into band, and, if necessary, publish to 
the world constantly what they sell the 
wines for, the outrage could be stopped 
and as a result the demand for wine in- 
crease with the increased consumption.

nesia, potash, soda, iron, and am-

ay the juices and fiber of the tree.

Mere About snowland — Winter 

Sperts of the Alete Ice-shi ps. 

I told you last week of the lon 
summer days at Sain? Paul's Island. 
when there was scarcely any dark- 
ness, nothing more than a few heurs of 
semi twilight. Now I will tell you of 
the short winter days aad long nights, 
which I can assure you were not so 
pleasant. How should you like to 
live where the sun did not get up till 
the middle of the forenoon, and then 
just crept along lazily a little ways 
above the low hills, and theo slipped 
out of sight again in the middle of 
the afternoon! There were no bright, 
clear sunbeams streaming from the 
zenith overhead, but oaly cold yellow 
rays of sunshine from a sun that hung 
#0 low the short stunted bushes cast 


their shadows behind them at 
noon, and the day looked as 
if it were ready to go two 


sleep. The winter in that region 
is a sens no of terrible storms. Every 
few days we bad what the natives 
called a powrgah. That ie what we 
should call a aorther. The wind 
comes sweeping right dovu from the 
le, and is usually accompanied by « 
vy fallof snow. Fifteen minutes 
after one of these storms has com- 
menced I have seen the snow piled up 
in great drifts nearly to the — of our 
windows, making the room so dark we 
had to light our lamps, while the wind 
shock the bouse like an earthquake 
and roared like thunder. I used to 
wonder when the storms raged 9 
fearfully on these islands what was 
going on at the pole. Did the winds 
howl any more fiercely or biuster 
more terribly away up in that worid 
of frozen midnight than they did in 
our island-world where we were walled 
in oy icy seas and shaken by tem- 
pests! I wonder if we shal! ever know 
anything more of those polar — 
than we know now—shall ever learn 
hew these polar storms begin, or 
whether there aoything but ice 
about the north pold. But this 1 am 
sure of —if it 1s any drearier or more 
desvlate than were these islands on 
these tem pestuous witer days, I should 
not want to go there-even if I could 
have the honor of discovering be pole 
myself. But sometimes, even in this 
nos land, there was fun to be had 
which every one of my readers woula 
have enjoyed. There were some small 
inland lakes or ponds on this wiland, 
ope of which was immediately in 
front of the native village where we 
lived. In the winter it was frozen 
solid, and the smooth ioe was delight 
ful for skaters. But there was some- 
thing better to be enjoyed here than 
skating even, fine sport as that is. 

The American gentlemen on the 
island fitted up an ice ship in which 
we could sail on the ice as a ship does 
on the water. They took « large 
whale boat, and fastened some great 
sails to it. Then t had a helm 
with which to guide it, and « rudder 
e that it could be turped in any di 
rection, aud when the wind blew 
strong that ice ship would speed over 
the frozen surface of the lake at a rate 
of not less than 2 an hour. 
There was no out-of-dk sport for us 
in that dreary winter only as we had 
it upon the ice, and wrapped up m 
furs and heavy cloaks, with thick 


mittens on our hands, and “arc- 
ties om our feet, we found there 
was some fun and excitement 


to be had even away up there, so 
near the pole. The ustives liked this 
sport as well as the white people, but 
I do not suppose that they would ever 
have thought to have built an ice-boat 
for themselves, for they are not an in- 
ventive people, and they do not care to 
do much in the winter time but eat and 
sleep, and lounge sbout where it us 
warmest and most comfortable. The 
children went to the English school 
for three hours each day during the 
winter, but the government officer 
often was obliged to send a man around 
to their homes to hunt up the truants 
and hurry them off to school. But 
there was a time every winter when 
they were wide enough awake, and 
starred around as lively as American 
boys and girlsdo. That was at Christ- 
mas time the greatest holiday to them, 
as it is to us, of all the year. Then 
came the ringing of church chimes, 
their illuminations, their 
marches and dances and masquerades, 
and that little island in the — 
Sea was as gay, in spite of snow 
storm, as many of the towns under the 
warm skies of Ualifornia. 
3ut first I must tell you somethi 
about their church. These islands a 
few years ago, you know belonged to 
Russia, bat when the United States 
purchased Alaska the purchase in- 
cluded these islands also, for they are 
considered a part of Alaska, although 
they are about three hundred miles 
off the coast in the loneliest waters of 
Behring Sea. They are inhabited 
ple who came originally from 
the Aleutian chain of islands, which lie 
about two hundred and fifty miles 


further tothe south. The Russians 
took them from their homes and car- 
ried them in their ships to the Priby- 


lov or Fur Seal Islands to catch seals. 
They used to live in those days in 
barraboras, or rude half underground 
houses, the roof and sides of which 
were covered with sods, and they did 
not have many of the comforts of life, 
and lived altogether a good deal like 
savages. On the Russian ships came 
priests to teach the people. These 
priests belon to the Greek church 
—a church which 1s really a branch of 
the great Catholic church, and they at 
once set to work to teach the natives. 
After the United States had acquired 
these islands they were leased to the 
Alaska Commercial Company, which 
has its headquarters at Sap Francisco. 
When they saw how these poor natiyes 
lived, they sent to the islands ship 
loads of timber, and everything neces- 
sary for the building of houses. They 
also sent up carpenters, who built 
frame houses for all the native fami- 
lies whom they employed to kill seals. 
They sent them food and clothing, and 
now their ships go up every year 
laden with everything that these 
people need to eat and wear. 
They pay the natives good wages 
for their work, and they have all 
the money that they n to supply 
their simple wants. All the grown 
people on the islands now are mm bers 
of the Greek church. They have built 
a handsome church building which cost 
fourteen thousand dollars, all of which 
they paid themselves. Itis built in 
the form of . Greek cross. 
several round-roofed towers like those 
which you see in pictures in your 
geography of Turkish mosques. In

Long before 
you reach the island this white church 
building, standing far up upon 
pretty hillside may be seen, 
and at sunset its gilt cross 
gleams from its highest spire like 
a golden finger in the sky. Within 
the church is a beautiful altar and the 
holy place for the priest behind it. It 
has a great chandelier which looks like 
silver, which holds an immense num- 
ber of candies. The candlesticks about 
the altar are silver-plated, and the cen- 
ser which holds the incense which the 
riest burns before the congregation 
is also of the same material. — 
are a good many fine pictures upon 
the walls of the Virgin and the Saints. 
There 1s a nice carpet where the priest 
and his assistants stand, but the floor 
in the rest of the church is bare. We 
used sometimes to go from the Goveru- 
ment Heuse to church then the natives 
would lay a carpet on the floor and 
bring in chairs for us to sit. But 
the rest of the people all stood —-moth 
ers with littte babies in their arms, 
and sometimes with older children too. 
Sometimes when the children went to 
sleep their mothers would lay them 
down upon the floor. If they wakened 
aud cried then the mothers would sit 
down on the floor, and reck them back 
and forth in their arms until they were 
quiet. I've sometimes seen eight or 
ten mothers sitting on the church floor 
in that way. It was a cold place to 
sit, for even on the coldest days there 
was no fire in the church, and the doors 
were not always shut. I
